D. C., so that of 
each $1 membership half remains in 
the county for local Red Cross relief 
work, whereas of each $5 contributing 
membership $4.50 is kept by the coun­ 
ty organization and the customary 50 
cents sent in to national headquarters.

Old Absinthe House 
Ordered Padlocked 
Princess Astrid 
Sheds Tears

New Orleans, Nov. 6.—The Old Ab­ 
sinthe House, headquarters of Jean 
Lafitte, pirate of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury and one of the historic spots of 
New Orleans, was ordered padlocked 
Friday. 
The order was issued by 
federal court upon testimony that its 
proprietor had violated the Volstead 
act. 
A portion of the building was con­ 
structed in 1798. 
Another section 
was erected in 1826. 
The place has 
been identified with some of the most 
colorful meetings in the history of 
New Orleans. 
The marble front bears deep fis­ 
sures worn by the constant dripping 
of soda in the preparation of the

State College, Nov. 6.—This year, 
when apples are plentiful and com- 
ptratively cheap, the housewife who 
buys in the open market has the choice 
of 
many 
varieties. 
“Which 
are 
best?” she asks. 
“This depends largely on personal 
preference," answers Dr. S. W. Fletch­ 
er, head of the department of horti­ 
culture at the Pennsylvania State Col­ 
lege. '‘Some people prefer a rather 
tart apple, like the Delicious. To those 
of us whose pockets bulged with Bald­ 
wins and Hambos in our'boyhood days, 
no othfr varieties will seem as good; 
our judgment, no doubt, is influenced 
by sentiment. 
Then there are the 
different uses for applee—dessert, 
baking, sauce and pie. Most varieties 
are better for one purpose than for 
others. Only a few, such as the Bald­ 
win and the Stayman, 'are equally 
good for all purposes. 
Fortunately, 
these are the two. varieties that are 
grown most widely in Pennsylvania." 
During November fend December 
the market will be supplied chiefly 
with Baldwin, Jonathan, McIntosh, De­ 
licious and Grimes, he deciares, All 
of these are high quality sorts 
useful for baking, as well as for des­ 
sert, except the 
highly 
advertised 
Delicious. This is a dessert sort wily; 
it Is too mild in flavor to be satisfac­ 
tory for cooking. During this period 
the York Imperial, which originated 
in York county, Pennsylvania, is un­ 
excelled for pie,and baking.’ A little 
later, from December to March, come 
the Stayman and Northern Spy, two 
varieties that are hard to beat for any 
purpose.’ Northern Spy is an old fa­ 
vorite which was prized when grand­ 
father was a boy; the Stayman is a 
more recent addition to the apple fam­ 
ily and promises to become the domi­ 
nant variety of Pennsylvania. 
The only late-keeping variety of 
high quality that is 
prominent 
in 
Pennsylvania market* is Winesap, 
which is not grown in this state to 
any 
extent, 
according 
to 
Doctor 
Fletcher. 
Our Pennsylvania-grown 
Rome Beauty and Stark, however, are 
unexcelled 
for 
baking, 
especially 
after Stayman and Northern Spy are 
gone. 
The old fashioned farm apple 
cellar, from which came forth .Rus­ 
sets in early spring, even as late as 
April or Mayy is a happy memory to 
the generation now passing the me­ 
ridian of life, but this old favorite 
is no longer grown commercially to 
any extent. After the other varieties
